The cestuime illustrated is of light brown vicufia clath trimmed With cord passementerie. It consists of a skirt 
and polonaise. The foundation skirt is two yards and‘a third wide, and edged with a narrow pleating at the foot. 
On the front and right side ifjs covered by the drapery of the polonaise; on the left side and back is a pleated 
skirt four yards and a thirti wide, pleated in double side pleats on the side and in single pleats at the back. The 
pattern of the polonaise is given in Pigs: 89-49.Out for it two pieces each from Figs, 41-44, 48, and 49; cut a 
double piece from Fig. 45 for the plastron, and the-collar from Fig. 47; Fig. 46 gives the pattern of the revers, 
which differ on the two sides of the waist; that on the right side is plain and covered with cord passementerie, 
while that on the left bas the material on it arranged in two folds. Provide the parts with lining. Take up the 
Garts in the fronts, end join the back, side forms, and fronts as the corresponding figures indicate. Set the plas- 
tron on the right front along the line ; the waist is hooked or buttoned underneath, and then the plastron is hooked 
over on the left side; the edges of the plastron are covered by the revers, which are stiffly intérlined with eanvas 
and set on as indicated and shown in the illustration. Set on the standing collar from 12 to.19. Join the sleeves 
from 20 te 21, and from 22 to 23, fulling the upper part at the elbow from * to x, trim them, and:sew them into 
the armholes with 23 meeting 23 of the front. Reduced patterns of the draperies for the front of tte polonaise 
are given in Figs. 89 and 40; the full\dimensions in inthes are marked on the patterns; cut one piece of the size 
and shape indicated by each of them.

; *. This child’s walking coat is worked in crochet with cream white fourfold zephyr wool and a coarse long bone or 
wooden crochet-needle. It is worked in Afghan stitch and edged with scallops. Prepare a stiff paper pattern 
according w Figs. 58-61. Begin the fronts, and the back, which is worked in one piece, at the lower edge, with a 
® chain foundation pf the length required. An illustration of the stitch is given in Fig. 2, on page 20. “\Tehan 

stitch, as is well known, 38 worked in two vols, a forward row in which loops are taken up, then a row back in 
which the loops are worked on, This stitch for the coat is a variation on the ordinary stitch, worked as follows : 
1st row.—With the last loop of the icyndation chain on the needle, turn, put the wool over the needle from the 
front to the back, then bring it perpendiculany t¢ the front, insert the needle into the next 2d chain of the foun. « 
dation, bring the wool horizontally to the left, and puli it through the stitch at which the needle was inserted ; 
repeat ; ing back, work off each stitch and the put over next it with a loose chain stitch, In the succeeding 
rows work | in the same manner, but instead of through the chain take the loops through the next two perpendicu- 
lar meshes. Narrow or widen as the outline of the pattern requires ; to widen, take up an additional locy through 
another mesh of either the first or last stitchin the row; to narrow, work off several stitches together. After | 
working the back as far as the pleats (11 rows in the model), pleat a box pleat on each side by bringing the points 
© and X together, and then in the succeeding row take up the loops from the outer row of stitches in the pleats. 
When both the fronts and the back are finished, join them by working a row of slip stitches for the seam on the 
wrong side. Begin the sleeves at the lower edge, and the collar at the middle of the back. Join the sleeves and 
sew them into the armholes as the figures indicate, and set on the collar, after which work the scallops around the 
edge as follows: Ist row.—A short double crochet on every stitch on the edge. 2d row,—3 chain, pull a loop 
each through the 2d and Ist of them, take a loop through the preceding stitch, 2 loops through the upper hori¢ 
zontal meshes on the back of the next 2 double, making the chain stitch at the top of the double lie on the sur- 
face (see Fig. 2), work off the loops; repeat, but take the 3d loop through the same mesh through which the last 
of the 5 loops of the preceding pattern was taken. For the scallops that turn down at the top of the collar omit 
the Ist row and work the 2d on a chain foundation, then sew them on.
